Here and There 


Tremendously rapid development 
of forest and water power resources 
of the Provinee of Quebee is indi- 
cated in the forecast of revenue 
totalling $6,000,000 from these 
sources for the current year. Last 
year the same resources produced a 
revenue of nearly $4,500,000. 


Sixty men from the training camps 
in Brandon and Claydon, England, 
have been accepted by the Canadian 
Government and sniled on the “Em- 
press of France” at the end of June, 
They proceeded to Winnipeg after 
landing at Quebee and will be placed 
on specially selected farms, 


Saskatchewan exported last year 
17.4 per cent. of its total production 
of creamery butter, according to a 
statement made by the Provincial 
Dairy Commissioner. The increase 
in production in 1925 over that of 
1920 had amounted to 126.8 per 
cent., the output last year totalling 
15,946,233 pounds. 


Close on one hundred pilgrims 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
passed through Montreal recently on 
their way to the famous shrine of 
Ste, Anne de Beaupre, near Quebee, 
They were the advance guard of the 
great army of pilgrims that visit the 
shrine every year. While stopping 
off in Montreal they visited the St, 
Joseph Oratory in that city, also 
well-known as a shrine. 


Hundreds of students and co-eds 
from .Canadian and American uni- 
versities have been passing through 
Montreal recently to board ships for 
Europe in connection with the Over- 
seas Collegiate Tours that have 
grown increasingly popular of late 
years. Many of these collegians 
travel by Canadian Pacific boats, the 
“Kmpress of France” on a recent 
trip carrying over 250 of them. 


Clad in gorgeous scarlet tunics, 
plentifully decorated with gold braid, 
forty members of the world-famous 
Coldstream Guards Band, of Lon- 
don, reached Quebec recently on the

THOSE SQUARE HOMESTEADS 

Nowadays one hears much of com- 
munity. settlements and the advan: 
tages of grouping settlers in such a 
way that they will get the most out 
of the amenitics of modern civiliza- 
tion. But to carry the idea to its 
extreme so that the farms radiate 
from a central community has always 
brought forth objections on account 
of the difficulty of working land out 
in triangular shape or any other form} 
departing from the square or atel 
angle, ; 

Even the rectangle is sometimes 
considered objectionable if the length 
greatly exceeds'the breadth, as the 
distance the farmer must travel to 
get to his work at the rear end of the 
farm would be too great, 

To trace the rectangle farm to its 
beginning carries us back to the an- 
cient Romans. It is recorded that 
the system of division of lands by 
lines and meridians was handed to 
the Romans by the Etruscans, the 
first people who really practiced ag: 
riculture in Italy. The division of 
land by these two lines had a relig- 
ious and mythical foundation. The |, 
unit of square measure was the ‘Sue 
serum,” which was approximately 
five-cighths of an English acre. In 
subdividing the lands of a colony 
squares of 200 “jugera” were often 
used, Each of these was ealled a 
“centuria” and was 2,400 feet square, 
or a little more than three-quarters of 
the size of the quarter-section farm 
unit of western Canada. They were 
further divided into the individual 
holdings, which ranged from two to 
ten jugera or larger, 

The rectangular system of survey 
based on meridians and parallels, 
with sections one mile square and six- 
mile square townships numbered in 
ranges, was first instituted in Ameri- 
ca by Act of Congress of the United 
States, providing for surveys of the 
public lands. The first surveys were 
in Ohio, where a principal meridian 
was established and at right angles 
thereto a base line from which the 
outlines of townships were projected. 
As the survey was extended principal 
meridians and base lines were laid 
out in cach state, until at present 
there are over thirty meridians and 
almost as many base lines. 

There has been a good deal of spee- 
wation as to who introduced this Sys: 
tem of subdivision of land into Amer- 
ica. One theory is that it was Col. 
Bouquet, who in 1764 was asked by 
General Gage to report on a system of 
subdividing land for settlement in the 
Vicinity of Fort Pitt.

MIGRATORY BIRDS 
CONVENTION ACT 


In the Fields 
| with the Farmers , fi 


A summary of the Migratory Birds 
Convention Act is given below. This 
is the law which is based upon the 
treaty with the United States. 

Open seasons for Alberta is as fol- 
lows, both dates being inclusive: 

Ducks, Geese and Coots—Sept. 15th 
to December 14th. 

Wilson or Jack Snipe, and the great- 
er and lesser Yellowlegs—September 
15th to December 14th. 

There js a closed season in the pro- 
vince of Alberta on band tailed pigeon, 
swans, wood duck, eider duck, cranes, 
curlew, willet, godwits, upland plover, 
avocets, dowitchers, knots, oyster- 
catchers, phararopes, stilts, surfbirds, 
turnstones, and all the shore birds not 
provided with an open season in the 
above schedule. 

There is a closed season throughout 
the year on the following non-game 
birds: Auks, auklets, bitterns, ful- 
mars, gannets, grebes, guillemots, |. 
gulls, herons, jaegers, loons, murros, 
petrels, puffins, shearwaters and tern;

chiefly on insects.
